Lever- 
rier found the demand Feasonable, and wrote an 
order, after the contract was signed, for a car- 
tain advance, This was presented at the 
Treasuary Monday morning, and the sum was 
refused. The Government only pay for work 
completed, and could not think ef such a thing 
as an advance upon a contract. There the mat- 
ter rests at present, and I think that Bischoff- 
sheim will finally be forced to advance more 
money to build the telescope, and then he will 
have the same round of difficulties to get back 
the money given as a donation to the Obserya-

Here, there, was ad original play written by a 
hedge schoulmaster in the ancient Kingdom of 
Kerry. ‘he rapidity wth which this literary 
effort was produced was doubtless its chief 
merit; but courtesy to the euthor demanded a 
fair reading, which was therefore appointed for 
after dinner at the regimental mess of the 
Forty-third the next evening after its receipt, 
where and when the Committee would be present 
te decide its fate, As my friend was of this 
regiment, Iwas present at the readipg.'

Vows of 
interminable love are exchanged, and the place 
and hour of flight fixéd upon. Immediately 
after which a heavy firing of ordnance is to 
be heard, showing that the Romans bave begun 
to dispute the liberty which Mr. Martius is 
taking with their richts as Roman citizens. 
Martius feels it to be hia duty to join his 
troops, but first takes leave of Formosa in a 
style which the Philomath was sure would take 
the folds out of every pocket-handerehief in the 
theatre.

How It Looks to Chicago Eyes. 


The Cobble-Stone Pavements and 
Crooked Streets,

Bavtmorg, Jan. 6.—To a Chicagoan there are 
many odd and interesting sights in Baltimore. 
To begin with, nothing conld be in greater con- 
trast with Chieago than its miles and miles of 
red brick residences; block after block, set 
squarely upon the street exactly alike, three 
stories high, with double doors, vestibule, and 


Balfe - white marble steps. A fence with a bit of ground. 


in front is the rarest of sights. Even where 
there is a yard, with flowers and shrabe, the 
house is usually set directly on the street, and 


| the yard is on the side. 


No less in contrast with Chicago's variety of 
walks are the miles of brick walks which, with 
the front steps, are washed by most families ev- 
ery day,—including Sunday,—end the bricks 
brightened up by a red liquid, which gives them 
the lustre of new. 

Another feature, and a much less agreeable 
one, is the 

COBBLE-STONE PAVEMENT, | 
which covérs nearly every street and alley in the 
city. When a new street ia laid out, it is at 
once paved with stomes, and no sooner are 
they down than the industrious . house- 
Bervants begin to sweep them off. Armed 
with stiff brooms, they patiently dig out every 
particle of dirt from between the stones, includ- 
ing even the gutter in the operation, and leaving 
the whole in a pile, to be removed by dirt-carts. 
The result ig easily imagined: the stones stand 
up boldiy, and riding over them in a carriage is 
martyrdom worthy of the days of Michigan 
corduroy. In fact, the street-car, on its smooth 
iron track, ig the most luxurious way of getting 
about. 

But the crowniag wonder of Baltimore streets 
to a long resident of right-angied Chicago is 
their 

MARVELOUS CROOKEDNESS. 

Ride through any one of them, and you see 
other streets branching off, at every possible 
angle, and you get glimpses, down waving and 
turning avenues, worthy of a public park. Here 
your street narrows to à mere thread of a way, 
aud in a block or two widens into a sort of open 
square, ornamented with a highly-painted and 
gilded structure of iron, to fill up the middle. 
One moment you pass a narrow way,—scarcely 
broader than a lane,—thickly built up with 
quaint old houses,—the whole looking as though 
it might have been taken bodily out of some 
Old-World eity; and perhaps the next street 
will sweep with a broad open expanse up a bill, 
—the middle of the avenue occfipied by a nar- 
row strip of grass, with shrubs and flowers, and 
the top crowned with a monument. 

A trip through the streets is a 

CONSTANT SUCCESSION OF SURPRISES, 
piquing one’s curiosity like the winding avenues 
of a park, where you are always ona the qui-vive 
to see what the next turn will open to view. If 
it looks like 1 labyrinth, buy a city-map 
and study it out. ia will find tliat scarcely a 
street runs estrai for its whole length, and 
some of them have as many as three different 
directions. One place looks as though a large 
section bad been cut out, and put back bias. 
It will take a Chicagoan some time to get the 
hang of the plat, if indeed there's any bang to 
it. Let us hope the people are not as crooxed 


as their ways. 

The undulations, the constant ups and downs, 
of the streets are pleasant to eyes accus- 
tomed to Chicago's dead-level; and the only ob- 
jections to them in a city are the increased dif- 
culty of walking, the necessity of brakes on 
heavy wagons, and extra car-horses at the foot 
of the hiils. 3 

Among the most common sichts of the 
streets, aud the oddest to Chicago eyes, are the 

OYSTEB-PEDDLERS. 

They are always negroes, wearing white 
aprons, white oversleeves up to the elbow, and 
sometimes white gloves. ey two im- 
mense tin pails,—or buckets they call them,— 
with a dipper and collection of measures hang- 
ing to one.

with the American Government, and attract gold to 
Germany. This action is taken in view of the contem- 
plated resumption of specie payments in the United 
States, 


There can be no truth in this, so far as 
competition with the United States is con- 
cerned. The Empire of Germany adopted 
the gold standard some time since and pro- 
vided for the issue of gold coins from Jan. 
1, 1875. It used the bills of exchange in 
which much of the French indemnity 
was paid to accumulate a stock of 
bullion, which it has been coining for 
some time. It now has at least two-thirds of 
the necessary gold coined and in process of 
issue. It is quite possible that the Empire 
needs more bullion, and means to buy it, but 
before our demand for specie increases to 
much extent, Germany will have all the gold 
she wants for home use. She will not there- 
fore compete with us, except that she will do 
what she can to prevent us from diminishing 
her circulation in 1879. Her present de- 
mand may, however, prevent the negotia- 
tion, for the time, of the remainder of the 
new 5 per cent loau. She is doing us good, 
on the other hand, by driving her 
enormous silver coinage out of circu- 
lation. This silver is so much debased 
by alloy that it can circulate nowhere, 
now that the Empire has rejected it. It will 
have to be meltedinto bullion. Its nominal 
value is over $400,000,000. This amount, 
thrown on the markets of the world, will so 
depress the price of the metal that it will be 
comparatively easy for us to procure the sil- 
ver needed for the redemption and replace- 
ment of the nasty torn and greasy fractiona! 
currency. Asfor the gold, it is to be remem- 
bered that we produce about $75,000,000 of 
specie every year, and that the increased de- 
mand for it as currengy will tend to keep it in 
the country, as the time set for resumption 
draws nigh. We may not be obliged to com- 
pete in the European markets for specie at 
all, but may be able to supply ourselves. 


THE REBEL WILTZ’S MANIFESTO. 
The malicious partisanship of the Bourbon 


Democracy, save in its sympathy with Seces- 
sion during the War of the Rebellion, has 
never been more clearly manifested than in 
its howling denmnciations of the Administra- 
tion. The whole Bourbon pack, headed by 
the Fog-horn Governor of Ohio, old Petti- 
coat Auten, the most venomous hound in the 
pack being the newspaper founded by Horace 
GI and owned by Jay Goup, is in full 
cry, and the universal character of this de- 
nunciation is simply infamous abuse and 
malicious falsification of facts. The animus 
of the Bourbon newspapers, and the 
Bourbon politicians and bummers at- 
tending upon State Legislatures in 
quest of spoil, is so apparent that 
it is not worthy of serious argument. They 
present no facts, and argue no results. The 
only statement which bas yet been made 
upon the Bourbon side, worthy of attention, 
is the Wurz manifesto, emanating from the 
Bourbon faction of the Louisiana Legislature ; 
and this because it comes from an efficient 
source, is presented without heat or abusive 
language, and makes the strongest showing 
which can be made of that side of the ques- 
om. 
This manifesto begins with a m statement: 
The House of Representatives of Louisiana, 
duly organized in accordance with the 
laws of the State.” The House was 
not organized in accordance with law, 
but was “grossly, irregularly organized, 
as has been shown repeatedly, and as is stated 
in Judge Drepiz’s calm and moderate view 
of the situation. A number of men claiming 
to be legislators assembled in the House, 
and one of them suddenly moved that Mr. 
Witz be declared Speaker, and the motion 
was declared carried by a viva voce vote in the 
face of a storm of noes. No credentials had 
been presented, the ayes and noes were not 
allowed, and Mr. WIr was declared elected 
without proof of any sort, without any pa- 
pers to show that those who had voted were 
members. The whole lobby might have 
voted, and perhaps did, without question. 
Mr. Wurz was sworn in in a hurry, and the 
very first action was the pabsage of a resolu- 
tion declaring five men members of the House 
who had no credentials or papers of any sort, 
and were not on the list of the Returning 
Board, which alone had the lawful, constitu- 
tional authority in the premises! There was 
nothing to show that these men were mem- 
bers of the House; nothing to show that they 
were even citizens of Louisiana. They were

He cannot be 
held responsible for it, except by that por- 
‘tion of the Bourbon press and politicians 
who, for base partisan purposes, are de- 
termined to misrepresent, distort, and 
falsify all the facts; The only order 
the President has given is for the sta- 
tioning of troops in New Orleans to preserve 
the peace. This he has the legal and con- 
stitutional right to do. He has the same per- 
fect right to station the gunboats off the 
city. The Government can station the army 
and navy where it pleases, else there would 
be no such thing as a Government. A Gov- 
ernment without the power to enforce gov- 
ernment is an impossibility, and no doctrine 
of. State Rights” or any other Bourbon 
dogma can limit this right. It can 
place its troops in New Orleans, New York, 
Chicago, Boston, on the Plains, or wherever 
it pleases, and can call upon them to pre- 
serve the peace. In the present case, it has 
been shown that they were first called upon 
by the Democratic members of the Legisla- 
ture and Speaker Wiitz; in the second, by 
the Republican members and Gov.

THE COURT-HOUSE AND CITY-HALL. 

The conference between the Board of Pub- 
lic Works and a committee of the County 
Commissioners on Friday wis an important 
one, and the spirit of the discussion was 
creditable. There is no well-founded objec- 
tion to the rebuilding of the Court-House and 
City-Hall, except that the means of so doing 
have not been available without a resort to 
taxation, and extra taxation is a grievous 
burden to a community that, in the midst of 
fiscal depression, withm the short space of 
two-and-a-half years, have been compelled to 
rebuild the city, resorting in part for 
the means to do so to loans at a high 
rate of interest. This objection, which 
is altogether a reasonable one, has been 
supplemented by the apparent effort to make 
the construction of the ‘building a corrupt 
speculation and a ing job—by which 
the handling of a large m of public money 
might be committed with great profit to cer- 
tain parties and facti This attempt by 
particular rings to possession of this 
costly work has been properly a grave objec- 
tion to any action towards beginning the 
work. 

The objection to raising the means to build 
the Court-House by taxation at this time is 
conclusive. It would be an oppression of the 
severest character. That being out of the 
question, what other means are within the 
reach of the city ? 

By the act of the Legislature refunding to 
the city the amount expended on the canal, 
one-fifth of the whole sum, say some $630,000 
was required to be kept as a fund ap- 
plicable exclusively to the  rebuild- 
ing of such ‘City-Hall buildings as had 
been destroyed by the fire. This $630,- 
000 is nominally in the City Treasury, 
but it is in fact not there. Over half a mill- 
ion of dollars of that gum is included in the 
Gex defalcation, and the rest has been other- 
wise temporarily used. That money, there- 
fore, is no more available at present than if 
it had never existed, Until the financial mar- 
ket becomes more settled, and dealings in 
real estate are again brisk, Gaaz’s property 
cannot be gold with any promise of refund- 
ing the loss to the City Treasury. It is now 
generally considered that a proper building 
in every way can be constructed at a cost of 
$2,500,000, or less, as labor and materials are 
very cheap. The share of this falling to the 


city will be $1,250,000, which will have 


te be paid in instalments covering a 


period of three or four years. The city 
has a large amount of real estate for which 


it has no use, and from which it has no in- 
come. The railroads four years ago offered 
(and actually paid the first instalment) $800,- 

000 for that portion of the Lake Park north 
of Monroe street. The changes in the busi- 


ness districts of the city made by the fire

jection; on the contrary, the conversion of

is a most desirable policy. Assumin~ that it 
can be sold for the sum of $800,000, a. per-

Before the fire, and when the grounds were 
first vacated by the Reform School, the prop. 
erty might have been sold for $400,000, or 
more. But it will, in all probability, within 
a few years, be salable again, and when the 
proceeds of the salle of the $600,000 of bonds 
have been exhausted, say in 1877 or 1878, the 
land, or a portion of it, can be sold as the 
money is needed, and thus the county may 
meet the great part of its share of the expend: 
iture without a resort to taxation. 

We think it is desirable that the work 
should be begun, and that in 1875 the foun- 
dations for the. whole building should be 
laid. In the spring of 1876 the work might 
be continued, not hurriedly, but to such an 
extent as the means on hand and the certainty 
of having the work well done would justify, 
The present low prices of building material 
and of labor offer strong inducements for 
beginning this work this year. It is an in- 
ducement that appeals strongly to the econom- 
ical necessities of both city and county. | 

Whatever be done, however, care should 
be taken that the whole business should be 
kept out of the hands of any corrupt rings or 
factions, either of architects, contractors, 
Aldermen, or Commissioners; and for that 
reason we commend the suggestion that the 
work for the city be done by the Board of 
Public Works, and that, instead of contract. 
ing for the whole job and materials at one 
time, only each yenr's work be contracted for, 
thus keeping the control of the progress of 
the building in the hands of the Board of 
Public Works, and under the surveillance of 
public ¢riticism, until completed. 


AN UGLY CHAPTER IN THE CITY FI- 
NANCES. 


It has long been the custom of the Munic- 
ipal Government of Chicago to spend its 
money before it collects its taxes, and then 
to colleet only a part of them. The tax-levy is 
made June 30. On July 1 the full amount 
of the tax is supposed, by a pleasing official 
fiction, to be on hand in the Treasury, and 
the different departments of municipal ad- 
ministration set at work forthwith to spend it, 
which they do witha vigor and decision in mark- 
ed contrast the way in which they collect 
it, nine months or a year afterwards, When 
six months have been occupied in paying out 
) money, and January has come, a feeble be- 
ginning in collecting borrowed money that 
has been already gpent is made. In the pres- 
ent month the City Treasury will receive, in 
driblets of afew hundred or thousand dollars 
per day, a small fraction of the taxes levied 
last August. This progess of collection will 
drag on until the end of the fiscal year, in 
April. Then preparations will be made to 
sell out delinquent property. Some time 
during the summer the Council will pass an 
order to ask the Probate Court for a judg- 
ment against the delinquents. After that 
some more people those most easily fright- 
ened—pay up. After which, say in July, a 
year after the appropriation, the Court grants 
a judgment against all except the tax-fighters, 
who escape through loopholes, technicalities, 
informalities, or some legal quibble, and, 
failing in that, take appeals to the Circuit 
Court, and from the Circuit Court to the 
Supreme Court, and eventually manage 
to pay no taxes—nothing but lawyers’ fees. 

As to'the others against whom judgments 
have been obtaine¢l, half or two-thirds pay in 
their tates. The remainder let their prop- 
erty be sold for the delinquent assessments. 
The per cent penalty not being high enough 
to tempt tax-title purchasers, the city is 
obliged to buy in the property and hold it till 
such times as the delinquents see fit to re- 
deem it,—one, two, three, or more years 
thereafter. The tax-sales are held in 
August or September, and thus, fifteen months 
after the City Council made the appropria- 
tions and commenced spending the money, are 
the taxes, or a part of them, paid into 
the Treasury. 

During all this interval what is the city do- 
ing for money? Why, borrowing from spe- 
cial funds, from the banks, shinning, and 
issuing certificates of indebtedness payable 
on the Ist of January following. 

About four-fifths of the tax-levy is finally 
paid into the Treasury between DET. and 
October, and is used to redeem the certifi- 
cates and help the City Government cripple 
and kite along the best it can. Formerly, a 
Comptroller, who could be employed for 
$4,000 per annum, could manage to borrow 
enough money to shin along. Now, it takes 
a higher grade of borrowing genius and re- 
quires an $8,000 man to do the necessary 
shining and borrowing. 

Before long the case will become so com- 
plicated and difficult as to require a financier 
who will cost $12,000 or $16,000 a year. 

From 10 to 15 per cent of the taxes levied 
each year are never collected, but are lost to 
the city, through the successful résistance 
of the real-estate tax-fighters and personal-tax 
absconders. But the money representing the 
delinquenoy has already been spent to the 
last cent. The paper representing it, there- 
fore, swells the floating debt. 

It was once the custom to fund this float- 
ing debt, from time to time, in bonds. The 
Constitution of 1870 fixed a limit, however, 
to the bonded indebtedness of the dity, and 
that limit has been reached. We can no 
longer fand on certificates. So this resource 
fails,

The 
message which Mayor Wickuam sent 
to the Common Council of that city 
is full of suggestions for us. He says: 
„What the liabilities of the city really are, I 
am not at present in a position to inform 
you. The Comptroller states the total debt 
at $110,187,980; but there is a floating debt 
of from $10,000,000 to $20,000,000 besides. 
The time has come when the actual 
financial condition of the city should be 
definitely ascertained and published.” 
This time has also come here. The 
time has come; moreover, when we 
should adopt a sensible system of taxation, 
and collect our money at least as fast as we 
spend it. We must stop this child’s play of 
making the appropriations equal to the full 
face value of the year’s taxes, when experi- 
ence proves we cannot collect that face value 
by 10 to 15 per cent. When the State needs 
3,000,000 net, and experience has 
shown that the cost of collection is 10 
per cent, the Auditor makes a levy of $3,300,- 
000, If this yields only $2,900,000, he 
makes up the deficit next year by. levying 
$3,500,000 or $3,600,000, or whatever amount 
is sure to yield the requisité revenue of that 
year, pay the cost of collection, and cancel 
the deficiency. Our Common Council pro- 
ceeds on a radically different plan. If the 
city needs $5,500,000, our sapient Aldermen 
authorize the Departments to spend that full 
amount and then levy a tax of $5,500,- 
000, Of this, the city gets, within the year, 
perhaps $5,000,000 net, or less, and 
est on the money borrowed for six 
to nine and twelve months or more to antici- 
pate the collection of the tax. Mayor Cor- 
vin'’s last me_sage, submitted to the Council 
Dec. 7, shows that the outstanding certificates 
of indebtedness, to be paid between that 
date and the lst of next June, then amounted 
to $8,186,015! On nearly all, if not all, of 
thislarge sum, the city is paying from 7 to 
10 per cent interest. | 

How much of this three and a quarter mill. 
ions of floating indebtedness has been created 
by the annually increasing and accumulating 
delinquent taxes? Since, say, 1869, we are 
not able at this moment to state, but it must 
exceed ten millions, which have been thus 
lost and on which interest is paid for bor- 
rowed money to fill the vacuum. 

Yet the sapient, reckless Council take no 
notice whatever of this rapidlly increasing 
floating debt, but go on heedlessly expending 
the full amount of the appropriations ! 

The Mayor’s message informs us that the 
uncollected taxes of 1872 amount to $838,- 
962.26, and that 20 per cent of the tax of 
1878 „stands on appeal and in tax certifi: 
cates”; but what cares the Council for this 
ugly showing ? The evil demands quick 
remedy, The Citizens’ Association, which 
has been recommending the city to spend a 
million of dollars in extra fire expenses, will 
do well to wake to the fact that we are not 
meeting our ordinary expenses by a large 
amount; that the difference between our 
income and outgo grows greater every 
year; and that our floating debt rolls 
larger, like a snow-ball, and will, ere 
long, equal that of New York, unless some- 
thing is speedily done to reform this loose, 
reckless course. What we need is a careful 
examination of the civic finances by an ex- 
pert, in order that we may know precisely 
what we owe; such a change in the tax- 
system that we may get our money before we 
spend it; and a limitation of appropriations 
to the amount which the annual tax-levy will 
really cover. We ask the attention of the 
Citizens’ Association to this grave and import- 
ant subject. |

A Hrrorr or Booxsetizes, THe OLD 4 THE 
New. By Hexey Cunwex, With Portraits and 
Illustrations. „pp. 483. London: Chatro & 
Winder. a 
A more attractive title in the catalogue of new 

publicatious has not appeared for many a day. 
It promises a history of books and of authors as 
well as of booksellers, for the ome is inextricably 
interwoven with the other. The progress of the 
book-trade is identical with the progress of 
literature, and, when we hare fead the story of 
the origin and ‘growth of the former, we have 
learned how it has fared with the latter in the 
same country aud period. Upon the enterprise 
of the publisher, almost as mach as upon the 
genius of the man of letters, has depended in 
modern times the spread of learning and the ad- 
vancement of culture, 

Although the title does not indicate the fact, 
When we take up Mr. Curwen’s volume we find 
that the history is limited to English booksellers. 
It opens with a chapter upon The Booksellersof 
Olden Times,” which sketches briefly the condi- 
tion of the book-trade in old Rome and iu Paris 
in the thirteeoth century, and then traces its 
rise and its career in. England down to 

“the present century. The information com- 

prised in this account is less full and detailed 

han we could wish. It covers the most inter- 
peting period of the industry, and the one of 


yet the points on which the curiosity is most 
alive are passed by with a bare allusion that adds 
little to our enlightenment. There may be no 
just ground of complaint that the history of 
the trade is neglected for that of the book- 
peller, but the fact is disappointing. We 
are quite as much interested to know where the 
first book-shops in London were situated, and 
what were their size, and style, and character of 
patronage, and modes Of conducting business, as 
we are. in the personal career of their owners. 
But the intelligence regarding these matters is 
meagre. In fact, after perusing the chapter 
from which so much was to be boped, our idea 
of the progressive.development of the English 
book-trade, during the four or five centuries 
preceding our own, is not in any comforting de- 
gree expanded or detined. 

After the preliminary portion, which occupies 
but 78 pages, the book is devoted to a history of 
the most eminent publishing and bookselling 
houses in the United Kingdom. Among these 
are classed the well-known firms of the Long- 
mans, Constable, Cadell 4 Black, John 
Murray, William Blackwood, Chambers, Knight 
& Cassell, Henry Colburn; the Rivingtons, the 
Parkers, Edward,Moxon, Kelly & Virtue, Charles 
Edward Mudie, etc., etc. Much grumbling may 
be heard in England regarding the selections 
made for the illustration of the present business 
ot the book-trade ; but this concerns us'little here, 
when a knowledge of the respective claims to 
celebrity of the great English book-houses is 
very restricted. So long as the histones them- 
selves prove entertaining, — which they certainly 
do, —the American reader will not be inclined to 
criticise the authors judgment in the choice of 
subjects. 

The germ of the modern book-trade is discov- 
ered in the system of barter which prevailed 
between mouke in those beuighted centuries 
when monasteries were the only reposi- 
tories of learning, and men who 
their lives in a cloistered seclusion were 
the only holars and writers. Through- 
out the ddle Ages, books were confined 
to monastic institutions, for there were no read- 
ers beyond their quiet precioctsn. The great 
mags of the people were sunk in ignorance, and 
if one of the titied-classes could spell his name, 
it wasarare accomplishment. War was the 
popular trade of the layman, and the art of 
bookmaking was left to the few intelligent and 
industrious cenobites who found a solace in 
multiplying, by the slow process of the pen, the 
scanty books-of the time. These precious pos- 
sessions were accumulated in rich convents, and 
were sold or lent from one to another, and cop- 
ied by transcribers, whose work would be more 
properly called painting than printing. 

When the universities arose, the demand for 
books increased, and a regular class of copyista 
was established to supply the wauts of scholars 
and professors. A trade grew outof this demand 
and supply, and those engaged in it were called 
Stationarii. Some were itinerants,. and others 
sold their wares in open bootbs or stalls. A part 
of their business was to hire ont books to read- 
ers who could not afford to buy them, and ex- 
orbitant prices were asked for the loan, not of 
entire volumes, but of detached parts and frag- 
mentary manuscripts. 

The Siationarii throve best in Paris during the 
twelfth and thirteenth eevturies, when the 
University was at the height of its popularity, 
and drew students from all Europe. In 1292 the 
book-trade of the city employed . twenty-four 

oopyists, seventeen bookbiriders, nineteen parch- 
ment-makers, thirteen illuminators, and eight 
simple dealers im manuscripts. The manufac- 
ture and circulation of books slowly increased, 
and, when printing was introduced, in the fif- 
teenth century, it is said that upwards of 6,000 
people followed the business of copying and 11- 
luminating. The invention of printing, the dif- 
fusion of Greek uscripts conséquent upon the 
downfall of the Byzantine Empire, the discovery 
of the contigents of the Western Hemisphere, and 
the Protestant Reformation, gave a vast stim- 
ulus to the thirst for knowledge and to the call 
for books. At first the printers united in their 


pursuit the trades of the publisher and the book - 


seller, and not only constructed their types and 
presses, but bound and sold their printed works. 
Caxton, who brought the art of printing into En- 
gland, employed his press almost exclusively 
upon translations. Wynkin de Worde, his suc- 
cessor, extended the range of his publications, 
and included among them Accidences, Lucida- 
ries, Orchards of Woras, Promptuaries for Little 
Children, and so forth. 

With the spread of the Reformation there grew 
an immefse demand for Bibles, and 326 editions 
or parts of editions were published in the seven- 
ty-four years between 1526 and 1600. 
The number of printers who flourished in 
England and Scotland, beginning with Cax- 
ton in 1474, and ending m the year 1600, 
amounted to 350. In 1403, a half-century be- 
fore the invention of printing, the Guild of the 
“Statio#ers, or Text- Writers, who wrote and 
sold ali sorts of books thenin use,” was estab- 
lished in London. The corporation had no con- 
trol over printed books until it received its char- 


ter from Queen Mary, in 1557, which granted 


the Society the right to seize and destroy ail 
books which, in their modeof publication or 
contents, violated any statute, opposed tne doc- 
trines of the Catholic Church, or infringed upon 
the monopoly of the Guild.

Before them, authors of note 
were men of ‘wealth, or sought their reward for 
a #accessfal book in the patronage of the great, 
One of the earliest records of the purchase of 
an original work by a printer, is tha.) of the copy- 
right ot Paradise Lost.“ which wiw bought by 
Samuel Simmons for the present sun of £5, and 
£5 more when 1,300 copies of the first impres- 
sion should be sold in retail, and the Jike sum at 
the end of tho second and third editions, to be 
allowed as aforesaid.” The emali qaarto edition 
of the poem, in lain binding, was sold for 3 
shillings, and the first impression was seven 
years io selling, and had five new title-pages 
meantime. Milton received the second £54 in 
1080, aud for the considecation of 48 his widow 
relinquished all claim on the copyright. This 
£18 was the sum total obtained by Milton and 
hus heirs for the great epic poem of the modern 
age. 

The first eminent English publisher was Jacob 
Toneon, who acquired’ fame and fortune by 
printing and selling the works of Dryden. He 
began business by vending second-hand books, 
and gradually ventured into the issue of plays. 
In conjunction with Levaile, he bought Troilus 
and Cressida for £20, bringing it out tu 1679, 
and wag thence, untilthe death of Dryden in 
1700, the poet’s sole publisher. Tho connection 
between the two was, onthe whole, amicable, 
although Dryden was a dilatory writer, and 
Tonson, of necessity, a perpetual goad. Dry- 
den’s profits from his translation of Homer were 
some £1,200 or £1,300. For bis last work. The 
Fables, he received 10,000 guineas, with the 
promise of 50 more on the beginning of the sec- 
ond impression. Tonson has the credit of cre- 
ating a popularity for ‘‘ Paradise Lost.“ — which 
he issued in several editions on the recommen- 
dation of Dryden,—and also of rendering Shak- 
speare accessible to the public. He died in 1736, 
worth £80,000. 

Bernard Lintot ‘acquired celebrity along with 
prosperity as the publisher of Pope. In 1714 he 
purchased from the poet the translation of the 
Iliad, for which he gave altogether about £5,323. 
The equivalent he returned for the Odyssey 
amounted to nearly 43,000. Lintot was an 
adept in the art of managing critics, as we learn 
io @ letter from Pope to the Eari of Burlington, 
wittily relating a conversation had with the pub- 
lisher. *‘ I can silence the most formidabie of 
them,” was the boast of Lintot.—“ the rich ones 
fora sheet apiece of the blotted manuscript, 
which costs me nothing; they'll go about to 
their acquaintances and pretend they had it 
from the author, who submitted to their 
correction; this has given some of them 
such an air that in time they come to 
be consulted with and dictated toas the top 
critic of the town. As for the poor critics, I'll 
give you one instance ef my management, by 

«whieh you may guess at the rest: A leap man, 
that looks like a very great scholar. came to me 
t’other day; he turned over your Homer, shook 
his head, shrugged up his shoulders, and pished 
at every line of it. One would wonder,“ says 
he, ‘at the strange presumption of some men; 
‘Homer is no such easy task, that every stripling, 
every versifier’——-He was going on, when my 
wife called to dinner. ‘Sir,’ said I, will you 
please to eat a picce of beef with me?’ ‘Mr, 
Lintot,” said be, ‘I am sorry you should be at 
the expense of this great book; I am really con- 
cerned on your account.’ Sir, I am much 
obliged to vou; if you can dine upon a piece of 
beef, together with a slice of pudding.’ Mr. 
Lintot, I do not say but Mr. Pope, if he would 
comdescend with men of learning— Sir, the 
pudding is on the table, if you please to go in. 
My critic complies, he comes to a taste of tour 
poetry. and tells me in the same breath that the 
book is commendable, the pudding excellent.” 

Edmund Curll, a contemporary of Lintot, ae; 
quired an unenviabdle distinction among the 
booksellers of the period by his reckless disre- 
gard of the laws governing the tride and of the 
simplest rights of authors. Our author prefaces 
a considerable account of his doings by the odd 
remark that It is not a little comforting to find 
that the obloquy with which his name has ever 
been associated was really merited;” aod with 
this we leave him. In the latter part of the 
seventeenth century, Thomas Gay became fa- 
mous as a publisher of Bibles. The privilege of 
priuting the Scriptures had been sedured, since 
Elizabeth's time, to the Queen's or King’s printer 
and the universities, and the abuse af the pro- 
lonied monopoly was apparent in exorbitant 
prices and gross carelessness in typography. In 
the reiga of Charies I. an edition was issued in 
which the word not was omitted from 
the ‘seventh commandment; and in an edi- 
tion of 1653 one of the sentences fall- 
ing from Chriet’s lips read: Kuow ye 
not that the unrighteous shall inberit the King- 
dom of God?” But good Thomas Guy suffered 
no errors in his impressions of the Bible, aud 
grew rich in the pursuit of a lucrative trade. 
He expended his large fortune in gifts to pub- 
lic ebarities.—among other things, founding 
‘Gay's Hospital,“ and endowing various alme- 
houses and libraries. 

The circumetance which strikes us most 
forcibly in the life of erratic John Dunton is his 
sending to bis wife sixty letters in one ship, 
while absent from her in America. It is need- 
less to add that John Dunton was an author as 
well as publisher. Along in the eighteenth 
century, Samuel Richardson, the father of the 
English novel, figures prominently among the 
booksellers. In 1754, at the age of 69, he was 
chosen Master of the Stationers’ Company, and 
the sole fear of his friends; on his 
elevation to the dignity, was, that he would 
not “play the gourmand well.“ One of 
the earliest of Johnson's publishers was Edward 
Case, who establishe 1 the Gentleman’s Magazine. 
the first in the long train of English serials. 
The initial number was issued in 1731. Eighteen 
years after, the first popular review was started 
by Ralph Griffiths, In its palmy daysthe Month- 
ly Review paid 4 guineas a sheet tojite most dis- 
tinguished writers, aud Goldsmith was one of 
these. . 

The name of Robert Dodeley, the editor of 
„ Collection of Old Plays, must not be omit- 
ted in a mention of the publishers of the John- 
sonian era; nor that of Thomas Copdeil, who 
made an enormous fortune out of the Works of 
Robertsom, Gibbon, Adam Smith, apd SBlack- 
stone, of the copyright of which he was the pro- 
prietor.

Mr. Banccoft’s is au ambitious and laborious 

undertaking. To write a series of works on all 
things or most things pertaining to the aboriginal 
inhabitants of the Pacific States,—a name by 
which Mr. Bancroft designates all of the terri- 
‘tory bordering on the Western Ocean from Alas- 
ka to Darien, inclading Mexico and Central 
America,—is no small task for one man to ac- 
complish in a,life-time. The magnitude of 
the work may be divined when it is 
known that the above volume of 
nearly 800 pages large oetavo, and de- 
voted exclusively to the Wild Tribes, is only 
one-fifth of the whole. The second volume will 
treat of the Civilized Nations, and the three re- 
maining volumes of their Mythology, Languages, 
Antiquities, and Migrations. 

From what Mr, Bancroft tells us in his 
preface, we have every reason to believe that he 
bas had access to all possible sources of in- 
formation on the subject which he treats. Be- 
ginning in 1859 to collect material for his work, 
he assures us—aod his book affords presumptive 
internal evidence of the fact—that he has se- 
cured everything in America within his reach 
and calculated to throw light on the history of 
the races of the Pacific States. H visited 
Europe twice, and spent two years of research 
ou the Continent, ou matters connected with his 
subject, When the Biblioteca Imperial de Me- 
jico, belonging to the Emperor Maximilian, was 
sold, he secured 3,000 volumes on topics connect- 
ed with his literary undertaking, When, in 1869, 
he bad accumulate] 16,000 books, pamphlets, 


and manuscripts, be, aided by a numerous 


corps of assistants, began the work of which the 
first volume is before us. Mr. Bancroft certain- 
ly deserves very great credit for undertaking 80 
peculiar a labor, and we devoutly hope be may 
buccessfuly carry it out. Barring a few defects 
of style, and a few grammatical errors, which 
any author is liable to fall into, the first volume 
is an earnest that, if he completes his enter- 
prise, he will do so acceptably to students of 
history and ethnology, ag well as creditably to 


himself. 


Besides the ethnological introduction, 


the present volume contains chapters on 
the Hyperboreans, Columbians, Califor- 
nians, New Mexicans, on the wild tribes of New 
Mexico, and on the wild tribes of Oentral 
America, respectively. The Hyperboreans are 
those races which inhabit the tefritory north of 
the 56th parallel; and the Columbians those who 
live between the 55th and 42d paraliels. The 
Californians inhabited California and the Great 
Basin; the New Mexicans include the natives of 
the Colorado Riverand Northerh Mexico. Their 
names sufficiently explain the habitat of the 
other tribes.. The Eskimos are the first to whom 
we are introduced. We mav say of the descrip- 
tion given of them by Mr. Bancroft, what may 
be gaid with equal justice of his description of 
a the others, that it is graphic, and, 
judging from the numerous quotations with 
which he fortifies his position, accurate. Our 
author's descriphve powers are by no means 
mall. Take this picture of the Eskimo land: 
Before them [the Eskimos) is a vast, unknown, icy 
aceap, upon which they scarcely dare venture beyond 
the wight of land; benind them, hestile mountains, 
ever ready to dispute emcroachment. Their very 
Mother Earth, on whose cold bosom they have been 
born, age after age, through countiess generation 
is almost impené@trable, thawless ice. Their days, an 
ears, are not like those of 
of sunless winter; three 
months of nightless summer; six months of glimmer- 
ing twilight. About the middle of October com- 
mences the night of winter. The earth 
and tea put on an covering; bezsts or birds depart 
for rigions shelteréd or more congenial; hamanity 
uuddles into subterraneous dens: all Nature sinks 
into repose. The little heat left by the retreating sun 
spon radiates out into the deep blue realms of space; 
the temperature sinks rapidly to 40 or 50 degrees be- 
low freezing; the air is hushed, the ocean calm, the 
sky dloudless. Au awful, painful etiliness pervades 
the dreary solitude, Not a sound is heard; the distant 
din of bugy man and the noiseless hum of the wilder- 
ness alike are wanting. Whispers become audible at 
a considerable distance, and an insupportable sense of 
loneliness oppresees the inexperienced visitor. Occa- 
sionally the Aurora Borealis flashes out in prismatic 
cprugcations, throwing a brilliant arch from East to 
Weat,—now in variegated. ns, graduating 
through all the various tints of biue, and green, and 
violet, and crimson; darting, flashing, or streaming, 
in yellow columns, upwards, dowuwards; now biazing 
steadily, now inwavy undulations, sometimes up to 
the very zenith; momentarily lighting up in majestic 
grandeur the cheerless, frozen scenery, but only to fail 
back with usted force, leaving a dense obscurity. 
Nature’s electric lantern, suspended for a time in the 
frosty vault of hesven,—munificent Nature fre- 
works, with the Polar owl, the Polar bear, and the Polar 
man. spectators, - 

In January, the brifliancy of the stars are dimmed 
preceptibly at noon; in February a golden tint rests 
upon the horizon at the same hour; in March, 
the incipient dawn broadens; in April, the dozing 
Eakimo rubs his eyes and crawis forth ; in May, the 
snow begins to melt,—the impatient grass and flowers 
arrive as it departs, In June, the summer has fairly 
come.

Mr. Baneroft is very minute and reliable in his 
information on the personal adornments, dress, 
dwellings, customs, babits, implements, com- 
mercial customs, social economy, amusements, 
etc., of the Eskimos, as indeed he is of all the 
tribes which he describes. We notice some little 
difference between the accounts given of the Es- 
kimo method of salutation by Mr. Bancroft and 
by Bir John Lubbock. The latter writer says 
that an Eskimo, in some tribes at least, salutes 
bis friend by pulling his nose. Mr. Bancroft in- 
forms us that salutations are made by rubbing 
noses together. Bancroft is probably correct, 
having derived his information from Kotzebue, 
who, 222 of the Eskimos, says: They 
came up to rhe one after the other; each of them 
embraced me, rubbed his nose bard against mine, 
and ended hig caresses by spitting in his ‘bands 
and wiping them several ties over my face.” 
Otber instances of similar differences between 
our anthor and other well-known writers might 
be produced. 

To give an adequate ides of the contents of 
the book, sbounding, as it does, in facts, it 
would be necessary to reproduce it.

Most of our citizens, especially those who pass 
daily about noon along Madison street, are 
familiar with the dingy, breakdown-looking, 
four-horse omnibus which does duty as a con- 
veyance of each day's quota of the city’s addi- 
tion of prisoners to the Bridewell. The vehicle 
is most commonly known and recognized as the 
Black Maria,” and is chiefly distinguishable 
from other carriages of its order by its outward 
shatby air, want of gaudy  parti-colored 
scenic effects upon its sides, and by 
the utter absence of glass windows, where- 
by all knowledge of its interior and its 
occupants is effectually shut off from outside 
gaze and communication. Such, in brief, ap- 
pears to the uninitiated the Black Maria of 
Chicago. 
To it passengers, of course, 
THE VIEW FROM THE IVSIDE 
is equally limited and uncommanicative. Any 
glimpse of the outward world is only attainable 
through a small upper portion of the door at the 
rear, which is protected with wire netting, but 
without the canvas curtains which cover the 
sides. These, where windows ordinarily are, are 
composed of strong wire netting. The internal 
arrangements are as usual in ordinary buses.

with vehicles for similar purposes in England— 
from which it derives its name and nothing else 
and other Huropean countries.

Other ered- 
itors filed supplemental petitions, a trial was 
had, and the Company adjudicated bankrapt 
June A. 1872. The case was taken to 
Judge Drummond, who refused to hear 
it, and it was appealed to the United States Su- 
preme Court, where the decision was refused, on 
a legal poiat, aud the case remanded, Judge 
Drammond then heard it, and reversed the de- 
cision of the District Court, holding that, the 
preferential acts charged, which the Company 
claimed were only rebates of premium, were not 
suflicient acts of bankruptcy, but with leave to 
amend the petition. This is the condition of the 
bankruptey proceedings at present. The time 
limitea by the Bankruptcy act has elapsed, and 
no new proceedings can be commenced, nor even 
can the old charges be amended, so that wir- 
tually the petition bas been dismissed.

THE SCENE OF THE TRAGEDY. 

On this lot is a small square monument, about 
six feet in height, surmounted by an urn. The 
base is of granite, and the die and shaft of white 
marble, with the name in relief, I. B. Gibbs. 
Twa feet from the monument, on the south side, 
is a newly-made grave, with a wreath of immor- 
telies over the breast. It was covered with snow. 

THE FATAL SHOT. 

Atrived at this newly-made grave, Horace 
Gibbs alighted, Mr. Hallerbach was about to 
bitch his horse, when Horace told him that he 
would not be long ; to drive the horse around a 
circle or two to keop him warm, then come back 
and he would be ready to go to the depos. Mr. 
Hallerbach, 79. this to be a hint that 
Gibbs wished to be alone, drove off. He had 
gone but a moment ortwo when he heard two 
reports of a pistol. He did not think anything 
of it, however, and continued driving around for 
about ten minutes. when he returued to the place 
where he had left Horace. Gibbs was lying with 
his breast across his wife’s grave, with a Derrin- 
ger bullet through bis heart. 

Halierbach was frightened, and drove rapidly 
for assistance. Within a bundred yards of the 
fatal spot he met a laborer of whom they had 
asked some directions going up, and the two re- 

ired to the soene. They left the body lying as 
t was, and drove rapidly en to the residence 
of Supt. Strauch. Mr, Strauch viewed the body, 
and dispatched a messenger to the Cumminsville 
Police-Station for help. An officer immediately 
108 and removed the body to the rear of 
the vault, where it was placed apon a siretclier, 
aud covered up to await the arswal of the Cor- 
oner.

HOW IT WAS DONE. 

Horace had evidently meditated over his rash 
act, and came pally prepared to carry his plens 
into execution, e had on his hands a pair of 
large fur gauntlet gloves, in addition to a paix of 
kids.

took from hig pocket a box convaiting a hun- 
dred 2 cartridges, opened it, and

hatid. One of the bullets sped through bis 
heart; the other, perhaps discharged in his con- 
valsive grasp fromthe effect of the first, struck 
the bottom of the granite base, and was buried 
noder it, He fell with his breast on the head of 
the grave, across the wreath of immortelles, and 
poured out his life-bood upon the snow with 
which it was covered. 

Between his feet was found one of the pistols, 
the other lay between the head of the grave and 
the monument. His hat lay near his head.
